Badly injured in a freak acci¬ 
dent near San Juan Capistrano 
last Sunday morning, Hilton Leo 
Nettles, 32, Costa Mesa, died last 
night in Santa Ana Valley hos¬ 
pital. 

Nettles, Deputy Coroner J. B. 
Casteix reported, was driving a 
tank truck loaded with water up 
a hill on the Kelly ranch near 
Capistrano where the motor 
stalled. He alighted, cranked and 
started the motor, and got back 
into the cab. When he released 
the brake, however, the truck 
lurchased backward down the hill, 
overturning. 

Edward Boyes, also of Costa 
Mesa, was riding in the truck but 
jumped clear as it started its 
dash down the hill. Nettles sus¬ 
tained a crushed chest, fractured 
skull and a ompound leg fr.,c- 
ture which proved fatal last night. 
The highway patrol office had no 
report on the accident, which oc¬ 
curred on a private road. 

Nettles, who lived at 180 Twen¬ 
tieth street, Costa Mesa, is sur¬ 
vived by two brothers, Munro Net¬ 
tles of Costa Mesa and Henry 
Morris Nettles of South Carolina, 
and two sisters, Ida Mae Boyes 
and Lela Brown, both of Louisi¬ 
ana. Casteix said no inquest will 
be held. Funeral services are 
pending at the Dixon and Grauel 
chapel, Costa Mesa.

The junior college is the poor man’s college. It is an 
educational institution which fills a social need and is here 
to stay. It has become an essential part of our American 
system of free public education. 

Like all other parts of our great educational system,

sixty years ago high schools were opposed by the same 
type of people and for the same reasons as given by those 
who now oppose the junior college. 

The junior college performs two necessary functions 
for our boys and girls. It prepares some for further study 
m the senior colleges and universities and prepares others 
for a vocation in life, thus enabling them to get work much 
quicker by which they may make an honest living. 

Instead of the junior college unfitting young men and 
women for jobs and preventing them getting jobs, it is the 
very thing which gives them a great advantage over those 
who do not have junior college training when seeking work. 

Hundreds of our young men and women owe their 
present jobs to their junior college education. I will give 
a few of the many cases taken from our own junior college.

GODESBERG, Germany. l/Pt — 
Adolf Hitler and Neville Cham¬ 
berlain discussed changes in the 
map of Europe for more than 
three hours today and parted with 
promises to continue their talks 
tomorrow. 

The British prime minister, who 
had come to this Rhineland town 
for his second conference in a 
week with the German fuehrer in 
search of assurances for Europe’s 
peace, left Hitler’s hotel at 7:15 
p. m. 

They had been in conference 
since 4 p. m., when Chamberlain 
reached the Hotel Dreesen, Hit¬ 
ler’s headquarters, having flown 
from London to Cologne, motored 
to Petersberg and then ferried 
across the Rhone. 

CORDIAL MEETING 

Outside the hotel a throng to¬ 
taling several thousands stood for 
hours waiting with keenest an¬ 
ticipation some disclosure of the 
results of the fateful meeting. 

Tonight no one in authority 
seemed to know how long the 
parley might last, but it was said 
that Chamberlain had come pre¬ 
pared to stay several days, if nec¬ 
essary, to iron out this crisis on 
which hangs the peace of Europe. 

Hitler’s greeting on Chamber¬ 
lain’s arrival was markedly cor¬ 
dial. He received him on the ve¬ 
randa of the old hotel and threw 
his arm around the shoulders of 
the ageing British statesman as 
the pair disappeared into the in¬ 
terior.

TTiey were 
described as fast bombers whose 
distinguishing marks had been 
obliterated. 

Eighteen similar bombers were 
said to have arrived at Bohdaney 
and 20 Soviet aviation officers 
were reported as having taken up 
quarters at Calau.

in Los Angeles and the other in Riverside county. 

It is not likely that any of these fine young people 
could have done what they have done had it not been for 
the junior college. 

The junior college is a big money saver for the poor 
family. Suppose a family owns a home valued at $3000 
on which the taxes, according to the rate in Santa Ana 
last year, would be about $80. Suppose that family has 
one child who wants to go to college and is compelled to 
go to the University of California at a cost of $45 a month 
for two years of nine months each. The cost to the family 
would be $810. That would be enough to pay the taxes 
for 10 years with $10 over. If the head of that family 
had been the poor widow referred to above she would 
have saved $3240 on her four children, enough to pay her 
taxes for 40 years at $80 a year. 

The junior college is the poor man’s college where 
the sons and daughters of the poor may make the most of 
the best that is in them. 

It is the poor man’s college, but the rich man’s chil¬ 
dren may also make the most of the best that is in them. 
There are some rich men’s colleges where the poor man’s 
children cannot go.

Uian^e county is the scene of 
an experimental battle between 
the forces of nature and the 
weapons of man. The stake is 
the county’s most priceless posses¬ 
sion—soil. 


TO STOP WORK 


This is one of only six counties 
in California where the United 
SUtes Soil Conservation Service 
is sponsoring program to combat 
erosion. 


Erosion is the greatest enemy 
of the soil. Example: Flood 

wastes last March were choked 
with tons of soil swept from fer¬ 
tile fields into the river. Run¬ 
ning water is the big ally of 
erosion, and every rainfall takes 
its toll from landowners. 


Job of the conservation service 
is not to eliminate erosion—that’s 
an impossible order to fill. The 
service demonstrates soil erosion 
work on selected ranches upon 
agreement with the owner, con¬ 
ducts demonstration tours of those 
projects, urges other landowners 
to adopt similar methods. 


Tours are conducted regularly 
through the project to aoqua,int 
landowners with what is being 
done. Tours are held every three 
months, each one lasts practically 
all day. Anywhere from 10 to OO 
pe-sons turn out, conclude the day 
with a dinner. 


Here's wiiat's done; The serv¬ 
ice builds terraces on slopes, plants 
cover crops to add to soil content 
as well tis prevent erosion; builds 
loose rock dams or masonry dams 
m gullies; builds earth-fill dams 
where needed; or digs basin ter¬ 
races on hill-tops to catch water, 
send it into the underground basin. 


FULLERTON. — Legal steps 
leading to the completion of ap¬ 
plications for two PWA projects 
here have been taken by the city 
council. 

Insufficiency of a referendum 
petition, directed against purchase 
of a city hall site at Common¬ 
wealth and Highland avenues, was 
certified by City Clerk Fred Hez- 
malhalch at a meeting Tuesday 
night thereby freeing the council 
to proceed with plans for con¬ 
struction of a city hail. 

The other project on which the 
council acted was the proposed 
public library. A resolution was 
passed authorizing the library 
board to proceed with its ap¬ 
plication to PWA for funds. 

The council passed two resolu¬ 
tions in connection with the city 
hall application to PWA. One 
certified that the city of Fuller¬ 
ton had on hand, in a special 
fund for exclusive use for a city 
hall, sufficient money for the 
sponsor’s share of the project. 
This share is expected to approxi- 
: mately $58,000. The other resolu¬ 
tion certified that city-owned 
property free of encumbrances is 
available for the project. 

In regard to the library proj¬ 
ect, the city council’s resolution 
pointed that that the library board 
itself had power to make the ap¬ 
plication, but that it was deemed 
advisable that the council con¬ 
cur. The resolution also carried 
the provision that the city was 
not bound financially by the ap¬ 
plication except as to be money in 
the library fund.

While it’s only for demonstra¬ 
tion purposes, landowners derive 
considerable benefit from the soil 
conservation work. Result: hun¬ 
dreds of applications for the co¬ 
operative agreements have been 
received, cannot be filled. 


Orange county is an ideal spot 
tor the government work because 
the land is used for variety of 
crops. It’s still more suitable be¬ 
cause of the foothill country 
where water comes rushing off 
the hills, eroding rapidly. 


The conservation office is work¬ 
ing on approximately 10 ranches 
in the county at present, making 
a total of about 100 different 
ranches since the program started. 


The area is bounded on the 
north by the Santiago river, reach¬ 
es southeastward to El Toro. Some 
12,000 acres arc being worked. 


The government furnishes the 
labor and the landowner the ma¬ 
terial. Labor is supplied by the 
El Toro CCC camp, which furnish¬ 
es about 200 men.

Jules Markel Asks Questions

New Bankruptcy 
Law Is In Effect 

WASHINGTON. (^—The new 
bankruptcy law, described by Jus¬ 
tice department officials as the 
first conprehensive revision of 
bankruptcy statutes since 1898, 
bqpame effective today. 

The act is highly technical, but 
contains two provisions of inter¬ 
est to laymen. One is designed to 
protect creditors from possible ex¬ 
ploitation during the settlement of 
corporation bankruptcy ca.ses. It 
authorizes them to obtain legal 
assistance without cost from the 
securities commission. 

In other bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings, the new law authorizes the 
court to call on a federal attorney 
to examine the bankrupt and. If 
advisable, to oppose the bank¬ 
rupt’s petition. Previously fed¬ 
eral attorneys had Jurisdiction 
only when criminal violation was 
involved.

Section 13. Retirement Com¬ 
pensation Warrants shall be ac¬ 
cepted in payment of any licenses, 
taxes, fees, royalties, or for the 
purchase price of real or personal 
property or for rents or services, 
or for any and all debts or obli¬ 
gations of every kind and char¬ 
acter due to the State, or to any 
County or City, or to any board, 
district, commission or other po¬ 
litical subdivision of this State or 
to any subdivision of any County 
or City of this State, provided tliat 
on the date these warrants are so 
offered in payment, all warrant 
redemption stamps due up to and 
including that date, are properly 
affixed. 

Section 14. All wages, salaries 
or other compensation payable to 
any official or employee of the 
State, or of any County or City or 
board, district, commission or oth¬ 
er political subdivision of this 
State or of any subdivision of any 
County or City of this State, shall 
be paid up to fifty per cent of the 
amount of said wages or salaries 
with warrants, provided that the 
official charged with the payment 
of such wages or salaries has on 
hand sufficient warrants to pay 
fifty per cent of such wages or 
salaries in warrants. In the event 
that a sufficient number of war¬ 
rants are not available to pay 
fifty per cent of such wages or 
salaries with warrants, then said 
paying or disbursing official shall 
pro-rate such warrants as are 
available for this purpose as 
equally as may be among the sal¬ 
aries to be paid. The Administra¬ 
tor is not authorized by this sec¬ 
tion or otherwise to issue new 
warrants to be used for the pur¬ 
pose of paying such wages or 
salaries. Warrants to be thus dis¬ 
bursed shall be only those war¬ 
rants which the official charged 
with the payment of such wages 
or salaries lias received in the 
regular course of business. 

Section 15. Purchasing Agents 
or any other official charged with 
the buying of supplies, equipment, 
or any other merchandise or serv¬ 
ices, or with making any contact 
for the purchase of supplies, 
equipment, merchandise or serv¬ 
ices for the State, or for any 
County or City or for any board, 
district, commission or other po¬ 
litical subdivision of the State, or 
for any subdivision of any County 
or City of this State, shall pre¬ 
scribe and require that purchases 
or contracts made after the adop¬ 
tion of this article may be paid 
up to fifty per cent of the total 
amount thereof with warrants. 

Secion 16. Any State, County, 
City or other public official who 
accepts warrants in payment of 
the obligations mentioned in Sec¬ 
tion 13 may deliver or present 
the same to the office of the Ad¬ 
ministrator or hi.s authorized 
•'gent before the next stamp is due 
thereon and shall receive from the 
Administrator or his agent a re¬ 


ceipt for said warrants. At any 
time thereafter this receipt may 
be surrendered to the Adminis¬ 
trator in exchange for new war¬ 
rants current when such request 
is made. Such deposits or ex¬ 
changes of partly stamped war¬ 
rants for new warrants are in¬ 
tended to facilitate the use and 
flow of warrants, and the Admin¬ 
istrator may in the interim pay 
out such partly stamped warrants 
a.s retirement life payments or as 
salaries- in lieu of new one.s. 

Section 17. WarranU which 
have become soiled, worn, torn or 
otherwise unserviceable either in 
the ordinary course of business, 
or through accident, may be pre¬ 
sented at the office of the Ad¬ 
ministrator and exchantted for new 
warrants of the i.ssue that is cur¬ 
rent during that week, providing 
that the warrants so presented 
are fully and correctly stamped 
up to the date of such presenta¬ 
tion. 

Section 18. Warrants which may 
be presented to the Administrator 
for payment or redemption, if 
fully and correctly stamped with 
fifty-two Warrant Redemption 
Stamps, shall be paid and re¬ 
deemed by the Administrator in 
lawful money of the United States 
in the sum of one dollar for each 
warrant, provided that such fully 
stamped warrants are presented 
for payment not sooner than fifty- 
three weeks and not later than 
fifty-seven weeks from the date 
of issue. 

Section 19. No buyer nor seller 
of any merchandise or services 
shall be required to pay any sales 
tax to the State, or to any County 
or City or to any board, district, 
commission or any other political 
subdivision of the State or of any 
subdivision of any County or City 
of this State, where the payment 
for such merchandise or services 
is made entirely with warrants; 
and where mcrchandi.se or serv¬ 
ices are paid for partly with war¬ 
rants and partly with some other 
medium of payment, that part 
which Is paid with warrants shall 
be exempt from the payment of 
sales tax. The term “sales tax’’ 
does not within the meaning of 
this article mean or include “gas¬ 
oline tax” No Individual, part¬ 
nership, firm, corporation or as¬ 
sociation shall be required to pay 
any Income tax to the State of 
California on that per cent of his 
or her total taxable Income for 
any single year, which is equal 
to the per cent of Retirement 
Compen-sation Warrants which 
shall have been received at their 
face value in trade or exchange 
by such individual, partnership, 
firm, corporation or association 
during said year, as for example: 
If a taxpayer has accepted 35% 
of his total gross receipts for the 
year in Retirement Compensation 
Warrant.s at their face value, then 
35% of his total taxable income 
shall be exempt from State income 
tax.

HE DIDN’T SIGN IT, BUT HERE 
IT IS 

Editor's note: Newspapers usu¬ 
ally to.ss unread into the wa.ste- 
basket letters of persons who lack 
the courage to sign them. How¬ 
ever, here’s one a'.out the junior 
college proposition that is un¬ 
signed, but we are printing: 


NEW YORK. — The practical 
truth of Hitler’s invasion of Czech¬ 
oslovakia, which began three years 
ago, is this: Hitler is not interest¬ 
ed in the Sudeten Germans but in 
the territory which they inhabit. 
If his heart were wrung by any 
sufferings by expatriated and cap¬ 
tive Germans his first concern 
would be the tortured captives in 
that part of old Austria which now 
lies in northern Italy. These peo¬ 
ple have suffered real persecu¬ 
tion. 

If Hitler’s interest were iiumanc 
and not territorial he would have 
encouraged the Sudetens to leave 
Czechoslovakia and make their 
homes in Germany. Such a mass 
emigration would involve some 
loss through the forced sale of 
possessions, but the loss would not 
be comparable to that suffered by 
the minorities in the Reich and 
who are forced to leave all their 
possessions behind them when 
they find opportunity to flee. In 
the matter of the persecution of 
minorities Hitler has nothing to 
learn. He wrote the book. 

Press Makes Error 

Konrad Henlein was assigned to 
promote treason in Czechoslovakia 
and has done a thorough, practical 
cold-blooded job. He made fre¬ 
quent trips to Germany to report 
progress and receive further in¬ 
structions. 

And the German propaganda de¬ 
partment, by a clum.sy error, sent 
a memorandum to all the foreign 
press correspondents at the Olym¬ 
pic games at Garmisch-Parten- 
kirchen in the winter of 1936 urg¬ 
ing them to take photographs of 
Henlein sitting with Hitler and 
otherwise to “make propaganda’’ 
for the program of treason against 
a land whose athletes at that very 
moment were performing on the 
ice before Hitler and their traitor 
fellow-countryman. 

This memorandum was intended 
only for German correspondents, 
but a dumkopf in the press de¬ 
partment muffed his instructions 
and called upon Americans and 
others in the press gallery to abet 
a treacherous conspiracy, promot¬ 
ed under the white banner of in¬ 
ternational sport. Hitler and Hen¬ 
lein even then were aiming guns 
at the hearts of the Olympic toys 
and girls from Czechoslovakia. 

Sold “Blood Brothers* 

If any minority in Germany had 
undertaken to do as Henlein has 
done in Czechoslovakia, Hitler 
would have slaughtered both lead¬ 
ers and followers without pretense 
of a trial. Czechoslovakia, howev¬ 
er, patiently endured Henlein’s 
back-stabbing. Hitler has filled 
graves and torture camps with 
minorities whose dis.sent was mere¬ 
ly passive. Henlein, on the other 
hand, has distributed weapons and 
drilled troops to await a day when 
Hitler would order them to betray 
their country to him. 

The Sudetens never have bc-en 
persecuted in the Hitlerian sense of 
the word, and moreover, if the 
persecution of members of his 
blood were Hitler’s trouble he 
would have gone to the rescue of 
the Austrians in Italy long before 
this. But, for the time being at 
least, they have t>een yielded to 
their captors under Hitler’s “per¬ 
petual promise” to Mussolini. 

It is purely a business arrange¬ 
ment. He has sold those “blood 
brothers” into slavery for a price.

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Tomorrow’s Choice 

The Santa Ana Junior college campaign concludes to¬ 
day. Toniorrow we will decide between: 

1. Building a college now, with the government pay¬ 
ing 45 per cent of the cost, and 

2. Doing nothing. 

Practically every opponent of the proposition admits 
that the present college plant is an unsatisfactory make¬ 
shift and that ultimately an adequate plant must be built. 

Some plead for delay, hoping that a union district 
may be formed, taking in all the southern part of Orange 
county. It was only a few weeks ago that a sincere effort 
to accomplish this failed. The government’s Oct. 1 dead¬ 
line on public works grant.s prevented renewed efforts to 
form a union district, and the school authorities called 
the election for Sept. 23 to get within the government’s 
time limit. 

With a federal grant Santa Ana can build a college 
plant NOW v/ithout a serious tax increase. In fact, this 
year’s decrease in school taxes would more than offset the 
maximum increase, three years from now, occasioned by 
the college bonds. The college bonds would not increase 
taxes next year, would cause a slight boost two years 
from now and after the maximum rise three years hence 
would decline each year until all the bonds are retired. 
The greatest increase, for that one year, would cost the 
average home owner about the price of two tankfulls of 
gasoline in his automobile. 

A lot of side issues have crept into the public debate 
over the college. The public has learned that the state 
and outside districts pay a considerable cost of operating 
the college, and that, after all, the college is one of Santa 
Ana’s top assets, despite its unsatisfactory housing. 

But the issue remains. Do you want a first class 
college in Santa Ana, or do you not ? 

We hope you do.

The president has personally 
repudiated the undercover politi¬ 
cal machinations of his brother- 
in-law, G. Hall Roosevelt, against 
Gov.

In a letter to Murphy, the presi¬ 
dent assui'cd him of whole-heart- 
r'd support and promi.sed to do ev¬ 
erything possible to help him get 
re-elected. It was the president’s 
intention to stop off in Michigan 
and put on a show for the gover¬ 
nor on the way home from Min- 
ne.sota, but the F.uropean crisis 
forced abandonment of the plan. 

If the international situation 
prevents the president from mak¬ 
ing a midwestern trip later this 
fall, Murphy will be invited to 
spend a weekend with him at 
Washington or Hyde Park as a 
campaign boost.

WASHINGTON.—Under a se¬ 
cret plan hastily formulated in 
the last few days, the government 
is prepared to set up a national 
Imancial control instantly upon 
the outbreak of war in Europe. 

Made up of officials of tlie 
treasury, RFC, SEC, and federal 
reserve board, the new agency 
would assume emergency powers 
over all stock exchanges and 
banks in order to prevent a dis¬ 
astrous selling wave of public and 
private securities by foreign hold¬ 
ers. 

It is estimated that foreign hold¬ 
ings in U. S. stocks and bonds are 
between three and five billion dol¬ 
lars. Any large portion of this 
dumped on the market would blow 
the bottom out of prices and cre¬ 
ate havoc throughout the country. 

Under the secret plan two dras¬ 
tic measures would be taken to 
forestall this: (1) temporary shut¬ 
down of ail stock exchanges, (2) 
creation of a pool for the orderly 
disposal of foreign security hold¬ 
ings. 

Now—Or Later? 

The anti-trust probers arc se¬ 
cretly divided on whether to 
launch their public expose of mo¬ 
nopolistic practices this fall or to 
hold off until congress convenes 
early next year. 

The justice department and se¬ 
curities exchange commission are 
vigorously urging early action. 
Investigations they have under¬ 
taken are well advanced and they 
will be ready to hold public hear¬ 
ings by Nov. 1 at the latest. 

Justice is working on glass pat¬ 
ents and the oil industry, the SEC 
on insurance companies and inter¬ 
locking directorates. Both agencie.s 
have .subpoenaed the records of a 
large number of corporations and 
banks. Staffs of experts are as¬ 
sembling evidence which eventu¬ 
ally will be aired in public hear¬ 
ings. 

The other four departments par¬ 
ticipating in the probe—treasury, 
commerce, labor and the federal 
trade commission—also have 
staffs working on special investi¬ 
gations. But some of these agen¬ 
cies, plus certain congressional 
members of the committee, oppose 
public hearings this fall. 

Under their plan public action 
would not be started until con¬ 
gress meets, then continued for 
several months until each of the 
six agencies had presented the 
cases it had prepared. After that 
a preliminary report would be 
made to congress and additional 
funds sought to continue the 
probe. 

The SEC and justice depart¬ 
ment approve the latter sugges¬ 
tion, but they contend that the 
committee should start its batteries 
barking at the earliest possible 
moment In order to demonstrate 
that it really means busine.ss.

One factor holding up a decision 
on this issue is the choice of an 
outstanding authority to open the 
hearings with a dynamic presen¬ 
tation of the monopoly problem 
and its effect on the nation’s 
economy.

The’re is an old story that die: 
hard, to the effect that a Chine.se 
Buddhist monk discovered Mexico 
a thousand years before 1492. 

Competent scientists and histor¬ 
ians find nothing to uphold such a 
yarn. Yet it persists. A United 
States Congressman inquired about 
it at the National Library in Pei¬ 
ping la.st spring. 

In the eircur.i.stances, there is 
public interest in a new check-up 
on the facts by Dr. L. Carrington 
Goodrich, of Columbia university, 
reported to the Geographical Re¬ 
view. America, it appears, was 
news to China in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

Syphilis was first noted in China 
in 150.6; corn was accurately de¬ 
scribed there in 1573. The com 
must have come from America, and 
the disea.se possibly did, though 
medical historians disagree keenly 
on the origin of syphilis. In any 
event, Chinese did not think of 
the.se things as betokening a 
strange New World. 

America burst upon cultured 
Chinese in 1584, when Jesuit mis¬ 
sionary Matteo Ricci, assisted by a 
Chinese interpreter, prepared a 
world map including the New 
World. 

Dr. Goodrich says, “The map 
caused a sensation, not only in 
South China, but in the great cen¬ 
ters of culture in the Yangtze val¬ 
ley as well.” 

Several editions of the map were 
needed. In 1608 the emperor de¬ 
manded a dozen copies. 

Chinese must have got a strange 
fir.st impression of the New World 
from notes on the map. Regarding 
Mexico, they were simply told: 

“Mexico produces birds’ feath¬ 
ers of divers colors. The people use 
them to make wonderful pictures: 
landscapes and portraits.” 

Patagonians were “not more than 
10 feet tall.” 

All this, as Dr. Goodrich empha¬ 
sizes, does not mean that Chinese 
influences did not reach America, 
carried by Asiatic wanderers across 
Bering Strait. But there was no 
Chinese Columbus, and no knowl¬ 
edge of America’s people in China 
until after 1492.
